UFOs may be young CATs, ; and that 
doesn’t mean kittens. 

CAT stands for. clear-air turbulence, an 
atmospheric ‘‘ghost” that suddenly shakes 
jet aircraft as they fly through cloudless 
skies. 

And UFOs (unidentified flying objects) 
may be caused by small-scale CAT that con¬ 
centrates light waves as a lens and reflects 
radar as though from a solid object. 

At a recent meeting of the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences in Washington, Dr. David 
Atlas described bow a new technique for 
probing the atmosphere with radar revealed 
unexpected small-scale activities in the at¬ 
mosphere that may have large-scale signifi¬ 
cance. They are very thin layers of turbu¬ 
lence in the lower atmosphere which may 
show the beginning of clear- air turbulence. 

Houseflies on radar 

Dr. Atlas, who is professor of meteorology 
and director of the Laboratory for Atmo¬ 
spheric Probing, University of Chicago, also 
says that these vortices and thin areas of 
strong refractivity may explain many UFO 
sightings both optically and on radar 
screens. 

He recounted how Dr. Juergen Richter at

And 
the radar can collect the radar signals in 
a special way that results in great sensitiv¬ 
ity—10,000 times better than conventional 
peak pulsed radar. 

The radar was used to discover echo lay¬ 
ers in the atmosphere above San Diego, at a 
height of about 800 feet in clear air.

Between [s a thin zone where moist and 
dry air mixes turbulently. But the dry air 
mass is stable air and stops the turbulence 
from rising high into it even though it pos¬ 
sesses waves that give rise to the turbulent 
mixing layer. The result is a previously un¬ 
suspected very thin layer of turbulence. 

Dr. T^las says such layers in the atmo¬ 
sphere may represent the first part of the life 
cycle of CAT. With increased sensitivity of 
which the radar is still capable, the equip¬ 
ment should be able to detect CAT through¬ 
out the troposphere and to its boundary with 
the stratosphere. 

Additionally, says Dr. Atlas, the new radar 
might be used to monitor the depth of mix¬ 
ing layers in the atmosphere that are im¬ 
portant to air pollution and its effective 
control.

A HARWELL physicist has 
been called in to help solve the 
problem of mystery, flashes in 
space during the recent Apollo 
moon - programme. 

Even when their eyes were 
closed, astronauts saw the 
lights, especially when their 
cabins were darkened so they 
could sleep. 

The Smithsonian astrophysi- 
cal observatory at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts has now asked 
British atom specialist, Dr. 
J. V. Jclley to help solve the 
problem. 1 

- ■ EXPOSED 

Dr.' Jelley’s theory is that 
the flashes may have been pro¬ 
duced by cosmic ray particles 
passing through the spacemen’s 
eyes, a phenomenon noted in 
Russia in 1943. The light does 
not harm the eyes. 

In outer space, astronauts 
are exposed to particles which 
penetrate their cabin and 
carry more energy and higher 
cosmic charges than the 
particles on earth. 

The crews of Apollo 11 and 
13 both complained of “seeing 
stars,” and the men on Apollo 
14, due to be launched next 
year, will carry out experiments 
to test the theory, says n re¬ 
port from the Atomic' Energy 
Authority.

PEORIA. Ill.(UlT) — Investiga¬ 
tors of “flying saucer” sightings 
will have to continue their work 
“through our^ip'n sweat and using 
our own funds," o former Air] 
Force expert s:iys. 

Dr. .1. Alien Hynek, astronomy! 
professor at Northwestern Univer- ] 
‘itv and adviser to the Air Force j 
for 20 years on unidentified flying 
objects, was featured speaker at a 
weekend conference at Bradley 
University. 

Hynek said the Air Force aban¬ 
doned its research on UFOs in Jan¬ 
uary, 19C9, after completion of a 
year-long sutdy at the University 
of Colorado directed by Dr. Ed¬ 
ward U. Condon. 

“We have a phenomenon that is 
worthy of investigation,” Hynek 
said. “We have Blue Book (the 
Air Force study) closed and the 
heavy hand of the Condon report. 
Byt we still have UFO sighting re¬ 
ports. The fact is, they do exist.” 

Hynek and about 100 other in¬ 
vestigators of the UFO phenonenon 
gathered to attempt to oiganize a 
continuation of research in the face 
of Condon's findings. 

“More and more persons are be¬ 
coming intellectually- bothered by 
the UFO problem when they take 
the time to look in,to it,” Hy-nek 
said. 

But, he told an audience of about 
350 persons, this puzzlement is not 
s.lv/ays translated into systematic 
investigation of “an astonishing, 
complex, inter-disciplinary prob¬ 
lem.” 


Hynek told his audience they 
must specialize in various aspects 
of UFO research, such as “noc¬ 
turnal sightings, 'daylight sightings 
and physical effects on people and 
animals.” 

"Progress in UFOs will be made 
by dedicated individuals using 
their own funds and specializing 
in one area,” he said. “I’m not 
worried about funds. If a person 
is really dedicated we will get the 
job done.” 

Mrs. Coral E. Eorenzen, secre¬ 
tary and co ; founder' of the Aerial 
Phenomenon Research Organiza¬ 
tion in Tucson, Ariz., said UFO in¬ 
vestigation “is a wild subject. If 
we are to solve it, we must exam¬ 
ine tiie wild reports as well as the 
reliable reports.” 

John F. Schuessier, identified as 
a senior design engineer for Mc¬ 
Donnell Douglas Aircraft Corp., in 
St. Louis, discussed propulsion 
systems of UFOs. 

Working with the United States 
space program, he said, “as we 
look around us we see something 
outperforming us in every way — 
the UFO. It’s high time we spent 
tiie time, money and energy to 
find new ways to power space 
craft.” 

Other speakers included Dr. Al¬ 
len R. Utke, a chemistry professor 
at Wisconsin State University, Ted 
Fhiliips Jr., an employe of the Mis¬ 
souri Highway Department, and 
Robert S Mulling, a photographer 
from Hamilton, Ill., who shrv»d 
slides of NEOs. 

The conference was sponsored by 
the Aerial Phenomena Club of Cen¬ 
tral Illinois and the Tri-County 
■ UFO study group. 
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Have flying saucers come to North 
Clackamas County? 

They may have, if a letter and partial photo 
received by The Review this week are 
authentic and not the w'ork of a practical joker. 

In late February, The Review reported 
mysterious objects had been sighted in the 
vicinity of Clackamas High School and in the 
Oak Grove area, the latter by an experienced 
aerial photographer. 

An anonymous correspondent this week has 
sent the newspaper part of a photograph 
showing an object that bears a resemblance to 
the famed flying saucers. The writer cut away 
part of the photo because, according to the 
accompanying letter, “it contained views of my 
house and of my child.” The letter indicated 
four pictures had been taken, but only one 
came out. 

The typed letter states: 

“On the night of July 15 i noticed a strange 
object in the distance, to the south of my 
house. As it drew closer I noted it seemed to 
resemble a straw hat, it made no noise, 
however. I got my camera and shot 4 quick 
pictures but only 1 came out. 

“I do not want_to disclose mv name or ad¬ 
dress because most people reading this would 



think I am off my rocker. I cut up the picture 
because it contained views of mv house and of 
my child. I did note that there was a glowing 
yellow' light on the rear of the object that looked 
like a glowing antenna. 

“I read the story written in The Review last 
spring about the UFO seen in the same area I 
saw this one. It did not shoot sparks like the one 
jn the previous sighting. I followed the object 
for about 3 minutes until it flew out of sight. I 
did not really believe in UFO’s but now I have 
no doubt that there is some truth to the UFS 
reports.” 

Reaction among Review' staff members after 
receiving the picture and letter was mixed. 
After testing a popular toy, however, staff 
members decided the object in the photo 
definitely is NOT a Frisbee. 

The Review would like to contact the 
photographer to obtain more information about 
the “object,” which bears a striking resem¬ 
blance to the famous McMinnville Hying saucer 
photographed 20 years ago by a farmer. The 
newspaper will cooperate in shielding the 
person’s identity but could use more in¬ 
formation about the sighting.

Six persons, of different locations in Ouro Preto, saw mysterious low- 
flying objects in the Saramenha district. A student at the School of 
Mines succeeded in photographing one of the UFO’ 3 , which also 
frightened a busdrlver, an engineer, two children, and a laborer. 

When the 'flying saucers' appeared over the district the lights went 
out in all the houses for 15 minutes. 

The first manifestation of ingenuity occurred in the morning, 
when some geology students of the School of Mines arrived at Saramenha 
to study mineralogy in the mountains. One of the youths, Dimas Guedes, 
wa3 conversing with the bu3driver, 0sma3 Francisco, when someone 
shouted, "What is that in the sky?" 

Dimas could not see anything, because of his nearsightedness; 
nonetheless, he adjusted his camera and tbok photographs in the ■ 
direction indicated by the busdrlver. When the film had been developed, 
he sav/ round objects on the plates. The busdrlver said that these 
things had been visible in the sky, moving in zig-zags. 

While the student took the photographs, two children 3 1cm away 
saw the same thing. Joao Luis, 5 years old, and Maria Isabel, 7 years 
old, children of the physician Percival da Costa Caldeira, hurried 
home to tell their father and mother that they had seen the flying 
objects. 

The information traveled fast in Saramenha. At twilight, around 
7:00 PM, the engineer Julio Jaco finished dinner attd was going toward 
the veranda of his house. Ho heard shouts from his*neighbor and col¬ 
league Antonio Carlos and hurried into the street. Then he saw two 
luminous objects performing parabolic evolutions at low altitude. 

"The objects seemed to be falling. I could see clearly v/hen 
they flew over the high tension network of CEMIG, which carries 
energy to j?ho factory at Saramenha," stated Julio Jaco. 

So as to better observe the UFO's, the engineer went into his 
house to get a pair of binoculars. But when he returned, he no longer 
saw anything. Then all the lights in Saramenha went out. 

V/hen the electrical power supply wa3 interrupted, the technicians 
were called in to repair the defect in the equipment. They worked for 
long minutes, traversing the great stretches of the network, but 
could find nothing abnormal; everything looked perfect. Within the 
substation, other technicians still were seeking a defect when the 
lights went back on. Nobody could explain how the 'black-out' had 
occurred. 

Two hour 3 later, the student Marco Antonio Vom Krueger was 
watching TV at home, when the television set began to malfunction. 
Stripes appeared on the screen and strange signals came from the 
speaker. When the television recovered, the student felt a compulsion 
to go th the window; a strange force attracted him, inexplicably.

’Flying Disc FliC3 over Porto Alegre’ 

On 1 March of thi3 year a flying saucer flow over Porto Alegre. The 
statement wa3 given to us by a friend and members of hio family— 

Jair Nunes Vieira, an amateur astronomer who has for over 20 years 
observed and studiod practical problems of astronomy, having con¬ 
structed for his own use a 400X telescope. The flying saucer was soen 
simultaneously by him, his wife, who has completed a commercial 
course, and their daughter Marli, a student at the Julio de Castilhos 
State College. 

The evolutions of the disc lasted 40 minutes. 

Explanation of the drawing elaborated by Professor Ascanio Ilo 
Frediani, after the model furnished by the amateur astronomer: 

The flying saucer, appearing as a rounded light of brightness 
equivalent to that of Sirius, appeared at ’1’, at 10:30 PM, about 80 
degrees from the horizon: I-- descended to '2', rose to *3', descended 
to ’2’; II— moved horizontally to ’4’, with rectilinear movement at 
an angle of about 80 degrees, to the vicinity of Spica in the constel¬ 
lation Virgo, descended to ’5’, oscillated like a pendulum 3-4 times, 
rose to *6', descended to ’7’; III— moved horizontally to ’8 l , des¬ 
cended to ’9', rose to ’10', descended to '11’; IV— moved horizontally 
to ’12’, descended to ’13', oscillated like a pendulum 3-4 times, rose 
to ’14', descended to ’15',* V— moved horizontally to '16', making, at 
'15-A', a transition from a velocity superior to that of a jet airplane 
to a velocity equivalent to that of a propellor-driven transport plane, 
descended to '17', rose to '18', descended to '19'; VI-- moved horizon¬ 
tally to '20', descended to '21', oscillated like ^ pendulum 3-4 t^ies, 
rose to '22', descended to >23'; VII— moved horizontally to ''24', 
delayed there longer, moved to '23-A', returned.to '24', descended £o 
»25', rose to '26', descended to '27'; VIII— moved horizontally to 
'28', descended in the direction of '29', where it could not be observed 
any longer because of houses in the way-- 40 minutes having elapsed 
in these evolutions. I 

General data: (1) At the beginning of each horizontal movement, 
it seemed that there occurred a small flash (brightening) of the 
luminosity of the flying saucer; afterwards it assumed an opaque 
red light, and a velocity a little superior to that of a jet airplane; 
(2) in the vertical movements, at velocities far exceeding that of 
a jot plane, the light became intensely red, but simultaneously showed 
a small focus of bright green; (3) in the course of tho pendulum-like 
oscillations, the light became vivid red; (4) the flying saucer made 
angles and not curves when it changed direction, after short stops; 

(5) it violently started or suddenly stopped without transitions; 

(6) the horizontal velocities were a little inferior to the vortical 
velocities, the pendulum-like oscillations not being very rapid; (7) 
all the#evolutions were carried out in absolute silence; (8) at times, 
the flying saucer eclipsed stars; (9) the sky was calm, without clouds, 
moonless, quite starry, with a uniform night temperature between 25 
and 26 degrees C.

Auch tauchten die 
UFO’s in Gruppen und Formationcn auf, wobei 
natiirlieh zu bemerken ist, dass es sich in vielen 
Fallen um Phantastereien seitens der Bcobachter 
handelte. 

In diesen UFO-reichen Jahren um 1950 wurden 
yor allem in den Vereinigten Staaten Kommissio- 
nen gebildct, die der Sache auf den Grund ztt ge- 
hen hatten. Ueber die Ergebnisse dieser Forschun- 
gen drang wenig an die Oeffentlichkeit, wohl aus 
Angst vor einer Beunruhigung der Bcvolkcrung. 

Auch neuerdings werden wiedcr Beobachtungen 
gemeldet. Die Sensationspresse bauscht solchc 
Meldttngen auf, wobei leider die Realitat stark ver- 
zeichnet wird. Haufig finden jedoch sich bewe- 
gende, stark leuchtende Punktc am nachtlichen 
Himmel nachtraglich cine harmlose Erklarung. 
Wissenschaftliche Untersuchungen zeigen den 
wahren Charakter der UFO’s: Es handelt sich mei- 
stens um Kugclblitze, Meteoriten, atmospharische 
F.rscheinungen oder ganz einfach um optische 
Tauschungen. Wie dem auch sei, einige Radarbe- 
obachtungen und fotografische Aufnahmen sind 
auch nach einigen Untersuchungen ungeklart ge- 
blieben. Diese Tatsache, bezogen auf moderne bio- 
logische Erkenntnisse, lasst die Moglichkeit inter- 
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stcllaren Lebens immer starker in den Vordcr- 
grund riickcn. 

Ausblicke in die Zukiuiji 

Am 21. Juli des vergangenen Jahrcs landete zum 
ersten Mai ein bemanntes Raumschiff auf einem 
fremden Himmelskorper. Damit hat fiir uns eine 
neue Zcit begonnen: Die Raumfahrt hat greifbare 
Formen angenommen. Doch wie wild es nun wei- 
tergehen? Die Nasa hofft in den Jahren nach 19S0 
das erste bemanntc Raumschiff auf den Planeten 
Mars schickcn zu kbnnen: Der erste Schritt in den 
planctaren Raum ware getan! Und was dann? 
Wird es uns Menschen moglich sein, die Grenzen 
unseres Sonnensystcms zu sprengen und in den 
stellaren Raum vorzudringen? Es ist schwierig, 
eine Antwort darauf zu geben, denn schon die 
niichsten Sterne liegen in ungeheuren Entfernun- 
gen. / 

Bereits in der Gegenwart werden Experimente 
auf dem Gebiete der Kryogenik (= Wissenschaft 
der Kalte) durchgefiihrt. Man hofft, auf diesem 
Wege einen Menschen gleichsam tiefgekiihlt, also 
im latenten Lebenszustand, nach fremden Sternen 
zu befordern. Auch mit Hilfe von Phdtonentrieb- 
werken (Schuberzeugung durch Licht) glaubt man 
mit angenaherter Lichtgeschwindigkeit die riesigen 
Distanzen rasch durchschreiten zu konnen. Trotz- 
dem wiirde die Reise zu dem uns nachstlicgenden 
Stern noch immer liber vier Jahre dauern, selbst 
wenn mit Lichtgeschwindigkeit gcflogen wiirde! 

Sollten diese *und ahnliche Projekte jemals in 
Wirklichkcit umgesetzt werden, so wird auch be- 
stimmt unsere Kernfrage «Sind wir die einzigen 
Lebcwesen in dcr Wclt?» gelost werden konnen.
